The explosion came like a thunder 


clap from a clear sky. Eyewitnesses

indiscriminate mass of ruins remained. 


The walls of the two adjoining build- 


ings on eith er side stood stark and 
naked. 
Tpou one of these, about the

harmed. 


The streets.all around the block are 


literally covered with pieces of glass, 
and the shock was felt for almost a 
mile around. Nothing like this dis- 
aster has ever happened in Cincinnati, 
and to-night tne city is in an uproar 
of excitement. It is almost impossible 
to pu»h one's way through the throng 
of excited thousand^ about the place. 
Hundreds of anxious inquiries keep 
the telephones busy, and the hospitals 
arid morgue are besieged with callers 
eager to ascertain the identity of the 
dying and the dead 


Tlie alarm turned in was what is 


known as an arbitrary call, which 
summons iustantly the entire fire de- 
partment \%ith the exception of the re- 
serve corps, and nearly all the patrol 
wagons and the hospital corps.

most ini'iie iiately following the cell, 
"fire engines, patrol and hospital am- 
bulances came from every direction, 
and sc.ueely ten minutes elapsed from 
the time of the explosion until the 
rescue began.

The detachment of Mr. Peary from 


duty was not accomplished in the reg- 
ular fashion. The navy department has 
its routine for doing everything-; al! 
orders follow one system, and all busi- 
ness pursues an established channel. 
The orders which affect civil engineers 
for instance would naturally come 
through the bureau of yards and docks, 
under -which bureau suuh officers aic 
stationed. Orders may originate witii 
the secretary or at the navy yards or 
in the bureau to which the duty per- 
tfiins. In the Peary orders this routine 
,vfm omitted, and the bureau people 
know nothing of the orders beyond 
what has been published in the papers. 


There has been much speculation 


among navy department people regard- 
ing Mr. Peary's future plans. A friend 
of the officer said the other day: 


It is possible that Mr. Peary will de- 


vote his period of waiting- orders to :\ 
lecturing tour, to recoup himself for 
various heavy expenditures made dur 
ing his arctic experiences, or as a result 
of them. It is also possible that he may 
join an expedition to southern Green- 
land, well within the limits of thn 
where Peary discovered the largest 
meteorite ever known. The party dug 
around the object, but it was too large1 
to be conveyed to the ship, which coxi'cl 
r.ot be brought near enough to admit 
of its being taken aboard without extra 
means of lifting the interesting speci- 
men. The Philadelphia Academy of 
Fciences is desirous of obtaining the 
meteorite, and it has. been asserted that 
the institution is willing to fit out an ex, 
pedition to bring- to this country this 
Peary "find." 


TO HAVE A LITTLE INDIANA. 
f(o»el Plan Outlined for the Hoosler State's

diana 
state centennial commission 


was in session for several hours 
in Indianapolis the other day at the 
governor's parlors considering matter?

the 100th anniversary of Indiana's emer- 
gence from a territorial government. 
Some months ngo the commission in- 
vited suggestions from citizens of tJi-j 
•state regarding the best plan to make 
the centennial representative of the 
state's progress, and hundreds of let- 
ters have been received, many of them 
making kindred suggestions, butotiers 
offering novel plans.

a coal palace, inside of which can be 
shown the improved machinery used 
in mining.

New York Doctor's Unique Shadowgraph 


of a Fivo-Montha'-Uia Child. 


Dr. William J. Mergen, of New York, 


who has been experimenting with the 
liocntg-en rays for some time, has suc- 
ceeded iu taking the. shadowgraph of 
the body of a live-months' old child, and 
it is uniejue in that it.distinctly portrays 
'the soft internal organs as well as tin; 
bones. The child was taken to the post 
graduate hospital suffering from inani- 
tion. Dr. Henry D. Chapin, in whose 
care it was, diagnosed dilation of the 
stoma«h and enlargement of the liver. 
It was impossible to cure the little one, 
who had been too long neglected. The 
body was exposed to the concentrated 
X rays for only 40 minutes, Dr. Alor- 
ton believing- a longer exposure would 
obliterate the internal organs. The re- 
sult was entirely successful. The heart, 
the stomach, the liver, even the con- 
volutions of the brain, were sharply 
outlined in the shadowgraph, which 
confirmed Dr. Chapin's diagnosis. A 
post-mortem again confirmed it. This 
shadowgraph is the first, to show the 
outlines of the brain well denned. It 
shows the child's teeth, although in 
the body the teeth were still hidden by 
the gums and the bones of the jaw. The 
rays penetrated the cartilaginous ex- 
tremities of the young bones, so that 
gaps appeared between some of the 
bones.

vince, the colH't that the settlement was 
not legally made. She desires to have the 
settlement set aside.

is> in some re- 


spects a very intricate cat**, as for many 
years Mrs. Bishop was the guardian of 
her daughter, and bandied a lot of valu- 
able property and rents from lands. When 
Lota married Will Nicholson the time for 
settlement came, and then came disagree- 
ment*, which terminated iu the daughter 
beginning proceedings in court against 
her mother. 
While the action was pend- 


ing friends interceded and what was 
thought to be an amicable settlement was 
reached. 
The bill of the daughter was
